Alberta Gas To Be 
Pumped and Stored 


Hon. Charles Stewart Arranges Novel 
Engineering Experiment from Turner 
: Valley to Bow Island

OTTAWA, July 14.—The Minister of the Interior has detailed a de- 
partmental engineer to co-operate in an attempt which is being made 
in Alberta to recharge the depleted Bow Island gas field with a aoe 
gas from the Turner Valley. The experiment is unique in geological - 
tory and if successful is expected to have far-reaching results. 

Twenty-nine wells were drilled in the Bow Island fields since 1911, 
gas being supplied to Calgary and other towns through a pipe line 170 
miles long, with a capacity of 39,000,000 cubic feet per day. Of recent 
years, the gas sands have been considerably depleted and flooded in parts 
with water. The depletion was not seriously felt because new finds were 
made in Foremost and Turney Valley. 

The department, however, is looking to the future, and avoiding the 
terrific waste which has been permitted in the United States. The sur- 
plus gas of the new fields, therefore, is to be pumped into the old one 
under pressure, the old wells being plugged up to avoid the escape of 
the gas. By pumping the gas in under pressure, the water will be driven 
out of the gas sands and a tremendous subterranean storage reservoir of 
gas will be formed to be tap; in future years. The plant being built to

SUNSHINE FOR BEAUTY

More and more doctors are empha- 
sizing the value of the direct rays of 
the sun, both as a preventive and 
curative measure for many diseases. 


As beauty and health go hand in 
hand, it is well to consider the 
wonderful benefits’ which every 
beauty seeker can gain from the 
direct rays of the sun, especially dur- 
ing the summer season when this aid 
to beauty is so plentiful. | 
Blackheads, pimples and a coarse | 
oily skin are such prevalent bicmisnes 
that many will be glad to learn that 
severe cases of acne have been cured 
simply by careful attention to diet 
and daily exposure to the direct rays | 
of the sun. Skins which are inclined 
to break out in pimples should be ex- 
posed to direct sunshine from ten to 
fifteen minutes each day. Such treat- 
ment tones up the system in general, 
and in many cases has entirely 
cleared the skin of such disfigure- 
ments as blackheads and pimples. 
Before exposing the skin to the 
sun, some special! attention should be 
given to these blemishes. Touch each 
pimple or large blackhead with an 
antiseptic and then gently press out 
the pus or blackhead, being careful 
not to bruise the skin. Then bathe | 
for several minutes in a warm boric- 
acid solution, which is made by dis- 
solving one teaspoonful of boric acid 
in one pint of boiling water. After | 
this treatment, take a sun bath, ex- | 
posing the affected parts to the direct | 
rays of the sun for from five to} 
twenty miuutes. This may be re- 
peated every day or every other day 
for soveral weeks. The tanning and 
mild sunburn combined with the local 
antiseptic measures are very helpful 
and healing to this type of skin 
trouble, | 
Many women find that thelr hatr | 
becomes more oily in summer time, 
and that more frequently shampoos | 
are necessary. Sunshine will be found | 
one of the best curatives for this con- | 
dition. During the sumraer the hair | 
nefd more brushing and combing | 
than during the winter months, Much 
of the brushing and combing should | 
be done out of doors and the hair | 
should be brushed upward s0 that 
the air and sunlight will penetrate to | 
the scalp. If possible, let the hair 
have an air bath lasting from a half | 
hour to an hour every day. When the 
sun is not too strong, have the hair 
and scalp exposed to its direct rays 
for several minutes every day, as its 
tonic effect will do much toward ton- 
ing up the too active oil glands. 
While oily, damp hair needs sun- 
shine, it must be remembered that | 
leaving the hair exposed to the strong 
direct rays of the sun too long

District Meets Instant 
Death

truck driven by Dave Friesen when

The jury, which was called together 
by Coroner Dr. E. A. Braithwaite, met 
at Hainstock & Sons’ funeral parlors, 
at 10 am., Monday, and found that 
Miss Bell came to her death as a re- 
sult of a fracture at the base of the 
skull, caused when she was hurled to 
the ground after the crash, and was 
struck by a gas drum which was on 
the back of the truck, 

“Bad Corner” 

Witness after witness characterized 
the corner as “an extremely bad 
corner,” “a very dangerous corner.” 
while Friesen, who admitted that his 
truck was on the wrong side of the 
road, said that “everyone had to do 
this coming down the hill on account 
of the steep bank.” 

Miss Alexander, whose sister, Mrs. 
Chalmers, same address, was riding in 
the front seat along with her, said 
that she was going at a slow rate of 
speed and that she crossed over to 
her right side of the road after cross- 
ing the bridge. 

Friesen also said he was coming at 
a slow rate of speed, having started 
his car at J. C, Bridges’ store at the 
top of the hill, only a few yards from 
where the crash occurred.

terior, Hon, Frank Oliver is 
known from one end of Canada 
to the other How well thought 
of he is in his own community 
can best be gauged by the action 
of the Edmonton and Northern 
Alberta Pioreers’ and Old 
Timers’ Association, who, two 
years ago erected a bust of Hon. 
Mr. Oliver in front of the 
original Bulletin building beside 
the Old Timers’ Cabin at the 
exhibition ground, the first time 
in the history of Canada that 
a public man has been so hon- 
ored during his lifetime, At the 
time of the unveiling of this 
token of their appreciation Hon. 
Mr, Oliver had just completed a 
term of office as a member of 
the Board of Railway Commis- 
sioners for Canada, in which he 
again demonstrated on every 
occasion his firm belief in West- 
ern Canada and his unfaltering 
devotion to the interests of this 
part of the Dominion.

The Bulletin is celebrating its 50th 
anniversary, It has been suggested 
that the story of the founding of the 
paper would have a measure of tin- 
terest, For myself I am able to say 
that the crime was not premeditated, 
It was merely the result of the hap- 
pening of favoring circumstances, In 
any case, so far as the founding was 
concerned there was nothing to it, 
The big enterprise was in keeping it 
going during many years of difficulty 
and discouragement. 

The first number of the Bulletin 
appeared on December 6th, 1880, [t 
was the first newspaper to be pub- 
lished in Alberta, the second in the 
North West Territories (now Alberta 
and Saskatchewan) and the third in 
the whole region west of Winnipeg. A 
weekly was being published at Portage 
la Prairie, the first town west of 
Winnipeg and at that time a pros- 
pective rival for the prestige of 
premier city of the Canadian west.

Modern life has multiplied both the need and the means 
of vacation far beyond all previous experience. Travel is no 
longer the special privilege of the few possessed of wealth 
and leisure. Particularly in North America the annual holiday | 
trip has become the habit of hosts of people. And rightly so, 
for a vacation should be the time sect aside for the building 
up of health and bodily vigour necessary to carry us through 
long periods of work.

Alberta is perhaps best known for its broad, fertile 
plains, its immense deposits of coal and, latterly, its oil de- 
velopment, but there are, however, few parts of this large 
province that have not some outstanding attraction for the 
tourist. It is a province of great variety, including within its 
boundaries the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains, the 
Great Plains which vary from the fertile prairies in the south 
to a densely wooded region in the north, and the rugged and 
rocky Laurentian country in the north-east.

Midnight Sun’. From the end of steel, three hundred miles 
north of Edmonton, comfortable modern steamers make the 
round trip to AKlavik on the shore of the Arctic ocean. Here 
is the home of the Eskimo where during summer the sun 
shines the full twenty-four hours and is high in the heavens 
even at midnight. The trip is unique. It traverses the land | 
of the aboriginal Chipewyan, Dogiib, Yellowknife and Cari- 
bon-eater Indians, who still live much as their ancestors did 
before the white man came to America. This vast area, 
largely unexplored, is one of the few remaining places on the | 
face of the globe that can be travelled in modern cotnfort 
though still in its primitive wild state.

New Roads, New Trails, New Accommo- 
dation Add to Comfort of Visitors 
to Resort 


The experimental stretch of tar pavément surfaced in 
1929 with McMurray tar sands on the Maligne highway be- 
tween Jasper and the Lodge, stood up well. On the rest of 
the road gravelling was done where necessary and at Mile 
7's relocation was made, straightening a bad curve; 710 
feet of guard rails were etected, and 100 feet of cribbing 
put in. The Edith Cavell road was in good condition during 
most of the séason with the exception of the last few weeks. 
Additional guard rails, to safeguard traffic were constructed 
on the Astoria hill, 

A new bridge with concrete abutments was erected over 
the Miette river as the old log bridge at this point had be- 
come unsafe. The central span is 90 feet clear. The wooden 
bridge spanning Cottonwood creek was extended to a width 
of 18 feet and the last section of the highway widened to 
bring it up to a standard width. Construction was under- 
taken of a tote road from the Astoria bridge on the Edith 
Cavell highway down the steep and irregular slope to the 
Athabaska river, and along the flats for three-quarters of a 
mile. From this point cutting and clearing work was done, 
joining up with work done last year near Smoky Hollow. 
The continual wet weather in the early spring undermined 
the side banks along the tote road to Medicine lake and a 
great deal of attention was necessary to keep it open for 
travel, This road was in continual use by cars and proved 
of great convenience to tourists. A new horse trail and 
| footpath which will add to the pleasure of visitors was con- 
structed from a point near the railway crossing at Jasper 
to Jasper Pork Lodge. Another popular trail was that con 
structed from the Maligne canyon down the Maligne river 
to the existing bridge, near its mouth. This trail furnishes 
a delightful morning or evening canter. Bridges over 
Maligne canyon were strengthened and a guard rail was 
erected on the sloping rock bi. nk just below the Tea Room, 
where one of the finest views of the canyon may be obtained. 
A standard trail was commenced from Jacques Lake cabin 
| down Jasques creek and south east along the Rocky River 

valley. It is intended to extend this trail next year to the 
| Rock River cabin, number 7, and 12 miles from the present 
end of the trail. ‘There are now 360!» miles of standard 
| trails in Jasper park; and 277 miles of “pack,” or second 
| class trails. A new trail bridge was built over the middle 
| 
| 


fork of the Whirlpool river on the old trail leading to the 
Committee Punch Bowl. Telephone lines in the park now 
total 343 miles. New buildings included new warden's cabins 
} at Devona and Snaring, a government stores building at 
| Ja8Sper, and an implement shed. 
| A new sewer was constructed and the usual routine 
of garbage collection, cleaning up of lanes, and removal of 
| ashes was carried on during the year. 
| There are now seventy-four draught, saddle and pack 
horses and four colts in the government stables and corrals 
| in Jasper park. 

There were seven railway fires during the seasan, all of 
which were caused by sparks from locomotives. The areas 
burnt over totalled approximately 3644 acres and the cost 
of extinguishing was $17. A few small outbreaks occurred 
in the townsite, but these were promptly extinguished by 
the wardens and fire brigade before any serious damage 
was done.

Two or three hours’ 
run from Calgary is Banff Park, now covering 2,585 square

An hour’s run from Edmonton lies a district that is fast 
becoming known as one of the most interesting wild life sane- 
tuaries on this continent——FElk Island Park, where buffalo, 
elk, moose, deer and countless birds of many kinds make their 
home. Lovely lakes, fine bathing beaches and shady groves 
make this park a delightful objective for a day's outing, 
while for the student of natural history and lover of wild life 
its opportunities for observing and photographing wild Ani 
mals add an irresistible attraction.

An Achievement

tion point of view. A scientific philo- 
gopher has described this era as the 
close of the ag? of mammals. From 
every part of the world in the last 


quartey of a century have come re-| 


ports that wild life was being de- 
gtroyed at a far greater rate than it 
reproduce itself. The inevitable spread 
of civilization, with its concomitants 
—the breaking up of land, draining 
of swamps, felling of forests and many 
ether operations—has been destroying 
the world over, the natural homes of 
big game. In recent years, too, the 
forces of destruction due to mechan- 
ical invention and greater facilities of 
transportation lave increased enor- 
mously, and disastrous inroads have 
heen made in many species 
Lauds Sanctuaries 

A few years ago there was organized 
in England a conservation movement 
known as the Society for Prservatior 
of the Fauna of the Empire. Its presi 
dent, the Rt. Hon. the Farl of Onslow 
Yn reviewing the depletion of wild life 
through-out the Empire to day, stated 
that the only satisfactory method of 
ensuring the preservation of wild ant 
mals in the far distant future is by 
the formation of sanctuaries or the 
establishment of nationai parks. As an 
example of what could he accom 
lished, he cited the policy of the 
ational Parks of Canada 

It will be recalled that about twenty 
Years ago the national parks of this 


In his diary while Governor of 
York factory on Hudson bay in 1716, 
James Knight notes the arrival of a 
band of “Mountain Indians” with 
whom he had “a great deal of dis- 
course.” They told him their count- 
try was “very mountainous and of 
a prodigious height .. . so they can-

A few years ago in Canadian com-. 
merce and industry glue was simply 
an adhesive substance which was 
gold and used without generally recog- 
nized standards as to quality. To-day, | 
however, increasing need for economy 
and efficiency in all our industrial 
Processes, in order to keep pace with 
world-wide advances, demands that 
the various kinds of glue should be 
differentiated, and their qualitics be 
made known so that the manufacturer 
can sécure without fail the agent that 
exactly fits his requirements. One 
manufacturer needs an adhesive to 
be used in furniture that will last for 
fifty years, and, in other cases, men's 
lives will depend upon the strength 
and water-resisting qualities of the 
glue employed in thet making of 
automobiles and aeroplanes. 

Making Study 

‘The Forest Products Laboratories of 
the Forest Service, Department of the 
Interior, have for some years been 
making a careful study of this com-/| 
modity, in line with researches carried | 
on in all progressive industrial coun-| 
tries. The experimental work in rela-| 
tion to glues which is under way at 
the Forest Products Laboratories in-

Unattended by ‘any great degree of publicity, such as marked its 
earlier and more hectic stages of development in pre-war days, the Ca- 
nadian fur-farming industry has lately been forging ahead at an almost 
incredible rate.

A problem in the mineral supply of 
feed to hogs in certain parts of the

dense population who demand agricultural land, they still 


maintain a very considerable area under forest. 
PROBLEM IS + 


REVERSED HERE - 
In Alberta, we have the problem 
more or less reversed, limited popula- 
tion and large areas, so that we 
should be able to maintain large tracts 
of land under forest cover without in 
anyway conflicting with agricultural 
interests. Broadly speaking, in Al- 
berta there is no necessity for using 
truly agricultural lands for the pro- 
duction af timber, but ‘it is obvious 
that considerable economic loss would 
be sustained if valuable stands 
timber were allowed, during the pro-/| 
cers of settlement, to be simply des- | 
troyed, without every effort to utilize | 
the timber; in fact it isi necessary for 
the agricultural development of that | 
area | 

I can recall pioneers in many parts 
of Northern Alberta who would never 
have proven up their homesteads un- 
less they had received the assistance 
from the forested area, either by log- | 
ging operations, getting out ties, or 
mine props, or else by getting a good 
winter's catch of fur or fish. With- 
out the forest to live in, there will be 
no fur, and without timber the creeks 
and rivers would soon become dry 
channels and the fish would suffer 
for lack of food that clear running 
streams carry down in abundance to 
the Jakes, So care should be taken 
that any revenues derived by the gov- 
ernment out of its forests should not 
be diverted to other uses, because the 
settlement near these forested areas 
gets the opportunity to make good, in- 
stead of becoming a burden on the 
taxpayer. 

Alberta timber brings in consider-| 
able revenue and this should, in my 
opinion, not only be used for the pro- 
tection of merchantable timber, but 
should also provide funds to develop 
areas that are now devoid of timber. | 
T believe there is land that ts now} 
waste land in many of the municipal- | 
ities that could and should be re-es- 
tablished with forest cover, 

Have Objects in View 

In many parts of Europe municipal 
forests haye been established, with! 
various objects in view, either for the 
protection and purification of the 
community water supply, or for pro-| 
tection against lighter soils drifting 
and becoming a danger to the better 
agricultural areas, or to take advant- 
age of the ameliorative effect of for- 
est upon extremes of climate; in a 
few cases for the scenic effect, and of 
course for the essential purpose of 
providing timber for manufacturing 
and other uses. We are very definite- | 
ly informed that some of these com-| 
munity forests have reached such a 
productive state that in many cases 
they actually meet the expenses of 
municipal administration, either re-| 
licving or partially relieving the people | 
paying the various forms of taxa- 

on. 

Ontario has several small beginnings 
of municipal forests. The government 


|served by Order-in-Council, 


has provided legislation and taken 
certain action to provide assistance to 
municipalities who undertake the es- 
tablishment of municipal forests 
Should Alberta see fit to do likewise, 
great care should be taken to provide 
the right species of trees for the soil 
in question. This is not really diffi- 
cult if a few observation tests are 
taken, Care of these reserves must be 
under some form of forestry super- 
vision, so that proper cutting 
thinning takes place at the right 
time, and to see that the trees are 
protected against i:inproper grazing. 
Should Help Farmer 
municipal forest 


These reserves 


should in no way discourage the in- | 


dividua] farmer to plant both wood- 
lots and windbreaks on his place, and 
every effort on the part of the Prov- 
incial Government should be given 
him, both in the matter of advice and 
free trees from their nursery.

The current issue of Queen's Quarterly, the review published by 
Queen's University, Kingston, Ont., contains an article entitled, “The 
Diary of Francis Dickens.” Francis Dickens was Captain Francis J. 
Dickens, a son of the novelist, Charles Dickens, and at the period when 
the diary was written an inspector in the North-West Mounted Police 
in command of the Fort Pitt detachment. Fort Pitt, an important post 
of the Hudson’s Bay Company on the North Saskatchewan River directly 
north of the present town of Lloydminster, exists today only in the name 
of the post office located some miles from the old fort, which has Ing 
since been obliterated. 

The portion of the diary quoted covers the dates from March $4 to 
April 15, 1885. On March 9, Captain Dickens wrote: “Fine weather, but 
cold. Mr. Cameron (H. B. Co.) arrived from Frog Lake;” and on March 
11: “Fine weather. Mr. Cameron returned to Frog Lake.” 

The Cameron referred to by Captain Dickens is the author of the 
following article. In less than a month after the captian had made these 
entries in his diary the North-West rebellion of 1885 had broken out, 
the Indians had risen and massacred nine white men and taken prisoners 
Mr. Cameron and two white women.

That settled it. The operator knew. 
He had to. We did, too, but we hadn't 
wished to spoil a good argument, What 
Was a week, more ar less, to the home- 
steader of that day, anyhow?

The 
Macdonalds were hurrying to The 
Elbow to “squat” on land in anticipa- 
tion of its being needed for townsite | 
purposes and of making their for- 
tunes. Ultimately the main line 
passed fifty miles south of The Elbow 
and no one ever has made a fortune 
out of Elbow city lots. The afternoon 
the Macdonalds left me they drowned 
one of their horses in crossing a creek 
and in the severe winter that followed 
the elder lost a portion of his feet 
and the younger toes from frastbite. 

My course lay west thirty miles to

Rocky Mountains Exert Powerful Influence 
On Weather—Beneficial for Various 
Forms of Agriculture 


Few provinces, or indeed, 


: countries, possess the varied | 
climatic conditions that are enjoyed by Alberta. For instance | 


the high mountain peaks of the Rockies present a great con- 
trast to the lower levels of the prairies and the great nor- 


thern section of the province. 


Thus, the climate presents many advantages for those 


in search of health. 


The lowest in the province is 700 feet which is on the 


Slave River and which is still lower than the level of Lake} 


Winnipeg in Manitoba. Its highest is on top of Mount Rob- 
son, which is the highest mountain in the Canadian Rockies 
and which rears its snow-capped peak into the clouds at an 


altitude of 13,068 feet.

Climate an Attraction 

The climate of Alberta is one of its 
attractions. Not only is it healthful 
and invigora‘ing, but its conditions 
tend to stimulate agricultural devel- 
opment. The winters are cold but 
frequently alleviated by the warm 
Chinoo' winds already mentioned. In 
summer, the days are _warm and the 


nights are cool, The extraordinary 
quantity of sunshine prevailing 
throughout the year has given the 


province the name o“Sunny Alberta.” | 


The following summary of the Al- 
berta clima‘e is taken from an article 
prepared by Sir Frederic Stupart, di- 
rector of the Meteorological Service, 
Toronto: It is doubtful whether there 
S any other territory on the surface 
of the globe With a winter climate as 


normal winter is cold and in some 
years extreme cold is continuous from 
November to March, but in other 
the Chinook wind is mast per- 
sient and warm days with bright 
inshine are the characteristic fea- 
tures of the winter.

to lose. I threw off my coat, shoved 
my arms down under their bellies and 
managed somehow to unbuckle the 
harness. Then I stood over them 
ounce more and by &@ liberal applica- 
tion of the wh'p succeeded at length 
in forcing them to their feet again 
Tugging and lifting them by the 
bridics, I at last pulled them on to 
the unbroken ice which, now they 
were free of their load, held.

at once, hitched them in the buck- 
board and did what I might have 
better done in the first place—drove 
around the south end of the slough 
It was dark now, The night had 
gown frosty, and with my clothing 
Slowly stiffening on my bedy and my 
teeth chattering, I rattled westward 
I had driven perhaps an hour when 
directly ahead I caught what I fancied 
was a gleam of light.

percentage calf crop, and the death 
osses. Although the best known graz- 
ing practices were followed there was 
@ decline in the carrying capacity of 
the ranges, and many areas became 
badly overgrazed.

Demand Arises 


Tt was not until 1925 that a demand 
frose for experimental work on the 
range, and following a survey in 
1926 by the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, Department of Agriculture, it 
was decided to conduct experiments on 
the short grass plains to study me- 
thods of range management, with the 
object of improving the carrying cap- 
acity. As the outright purehase and 
equipping of an experimental~ ranch 
appeared to be ‘unwise because of the 
large cost involved, it was decided that 
it would be more economical and more 
useful to co-operate with some rancher 
who had a long experience in ranch- 
ing.

Investigated 

The main project under investiga- 
tion is known as the deferred and ro- 
tation system of graging.

The total 
estimated available power resources, 
under conditions of ordinary minimum 
Now: are es‘imated at 390,000 h.p., or 
1,049,500 h.p. ordinarily available for 
isx months of the year. These fig- 


ures do not include the possibilities | 


of the use of storage in reservoir sites 


in the mountains. which may utilize | 


the summer flow to bulid up the dis- 
charge during the low water months. 
Conditions Handicap 

The physical characteristics of the 
Province do not lend themselves read- 
fly to the development of 
power. The great portion of the run- 
off occurs during six months of the 
year, and is largely concentrated in 
the months of May, June and July.

40,000 cubic feet per second drops to | 


a Winter minimun of about 500 cubic 


feet per second or lower. The slope | 


of the rivers is very great, ranging

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Creosote Aids In Preserving 


Creosote Treatment 
Aids In Preservation 


Of Power Line Poles 


Such Lines Erected, Not For Brief Period, 
But For An Indefinite Length 
Of Time 


Pole lines are invariably erected, not 
for a brief period, but for an indefin- 


ite length of time, during which they 
@re expected to carry a certain load 


and be able to withstand a certain| 


strain. 

The greatest weakening effect 1s 
undoubtedly the result of a low form 
of plant life, known as fungi, This 
fungi develops from the tiny spores 
into finer thread-like filaments which 

netrate the wood in all directions. 

}’ @ process of chemical aciion these 
filaments dissolve the wood into food 
on which they can live. Thus slowly 
but surely the wood fibres are disin- 
tegrated and a condition eommonly 
termed “rot” is created. 

Starts at Groundline 


This destructive action usually starts , 


at the groundline because it is here 
that conditions are ideal for the 
growth and development o! 
Here, is the necessary moisture, venti- 
lation and warmth required by the 
fungi to live. 

Other forces also tend to destroy 
the poles. These are insects, ground 
acids and in many localities, alkali. 

The only successful way so far 
found to effectively combat the fungi 
is by poisoning its food supply. The 
method generally used is by the appli- 
cation of coal-tar creosote, which also 


preserves the poles against the other | 


destructive forces 

When cedar poles are used they are 
given what is known as a “half-inch 
Guaranteed penertation treatment,” 
which increases their life about 15 
more years. 

Butts Are Treated 

In this treatment the butts of the 
Poles only are treated, the creosote 
penctrating to the guaranteed depth 
where the sapwood is a haif inch or

The 
hot creosote oil boils right into these 
cells. By inspection at various in- 
tervals the exact depth of penetra- 
tion at any time is acertained and 


boiling is continued until the neces- | 


sary penetration is reached. 

The creosote is then drained from 
the tanks and the surplus from the 
wood. This process allows most of the 
creosote to remain in the wood cells, 
forming an impregnable barrier which 
the fungi cannot live on or destroy. 
‘The creosote becomes a preservative 
in that it protects the fibres from the

Treated Full Length 
| ir and pine poles are treated: their 
full length under pressure by com- 


plete submersion in horizontal cylin- 
ders in a similar manner to piling

| carried by narrow-gauge buggies into 
the treating cylinders. These cyjin- 
ders are then sealed so that they are 
| ebsolutely airtight. Air is forced in 
until a pressure of from 20 pounds to 
| 90 pounds per square inch is reached. 
| The cylinders are then filled with cre- 
osote oil at a temperature 6f approxi- 
miately 180 degrees, which entraps the 
air, previously forced in, in the wood

From another tank more creosote oil 
is forced in under pressure. There ts 
|only one place for this additional cre- 
|asote oil to go and that is into the 
wood, which {> does; or rather it forces 
| the creosote already in the tank into 
| the wood. . 

The exact quantity of creosote 
originally required to {fll the treat- 
ing cylinder when charged is known, 
the cubic contents of the wood is 
known, the additional creosote 
forced into the cylinders, which is 
| the amount forced into the wood, is 
also known; the exact amount o' 
creosote forced out of the wood, by 
the entrapped air, at the end of 
the treatment is a definite percent- 
age of the amount forced in, There- 
fore the exact degree of penetration 
is a known factor throughout the 
entire period of treatment.: When 
the required penetration is reached 
the process is stopped and the creo- 
so‘e allowed to drain from the cylin- 
ders and the wood after which the 
charge is removed to the yards for 
cooling. This treatment is known 
as the open-cell treatment. It 
leaves the walls of the wood-cells 
thoroughly coa‘ed with the preser- 
vative.

|Sea and Inland Fisheries 


| Department Does Fine 
Service 


Canada’s sea and inland fisheries 
are among the most extensive and 
valuable in the world, The natural 
reproduction of sea fisheries is not, 
up to the present, showing the need 
for artificial assistance, probably be- 
{cause the spawning grounds and sea 
{pastures of the oceans are sc ¢x- 
| tensive that the annual reproduction 
| keeps pace with the toll taken by the 
| production has not, however, been 
found sufficient to maintain the fish- 
jing in our lakes and rivers on ac- 
count of intensive operations, and to 
counteract this situation the Depart- 
ment. of Marine and Fisheries, through 
\its Fish Culture Service, operates a 
number of fish hatcheries located ai 
strategic points across Canada from 
j the Atlantic to the Pacific, From 
these establishments annual distri- 
butions of fish eggs, fry, and finger- 
lings are made with a view to assist- 
ing nature in maintaining the pro-| 
| ductiveness of the inland waters. 

During the fiscat year, 1927, the 
Dominion Fish Cultural Service oper- 
}ated 24 main fish hatcheries, 7 sub- 
|sidiary hatcheries, and four salmon 
| retaining ponds, These were maintain- 
ed in all the provinces in which the 
Dominion Government administers the 
| fisheries, namely, Nova Scotia, New 
| Brunswick, Prince Edward Island,

Edmonton and Calgary

“The stripped gas from the separa 
tors is in part utilized in the field for 
power and heating purposes; part goes 
to purifiers and then enters the dis- 
tribution lines to be used for domestic 
and manufacturing purposes; the 
larger proportion of the gas is wasted 
into the air through spécial pipe lines, 
the escaping gas being ignited.

According to official 
figures these utilities have returned | 
in cash a net surplus of over three | 
and a half million dollars up to the 
end of 1929 the net surplus for last 
year alone having been over five 
hundred thousand dollars after pay- 
ment of all capite! and depreciation 
charges. Such surpluses hawe formed | 
a credit to the general revenue 
account of the city and have been 
applied by way of reduction in taxa- 
tion which last year was equivalent 
to eight and a half mills on the dollar 
amount the current tax 
correspondingly reducéd.
